Out of the blue the chief psychiatrist at ^roup ^eii$i phoned mo several weeks 
ago and asked me to come in. We then made the date for yesterday. 

You know about the insane records based on no examinations or tests that 
because of the actualities of our lives the nutty shrink they had to fire had 
decided 1 am paranoid, schizo, delusionary and phobic to aviation Ino doubt the reason 
I fly and have never cancelled a figi* reservation because of weather! ) I think you'll 
remember that I asked them, on learning this, to subject me to all the relevant and 
accepted testing and they refused and that x offered the MMK test X had had made 
some years when they were indifferent the time I blacked out. 


this guy, Patterson, began yesterday by saying I am not sahizo. I laughed 
and asked *aranoid? No. Delusions ry? No. I forgot phobic. Instead I am not psychotic 
but I am a paranoid personality and as he volunteered all this he also volunteered 
that this ain t necessarily bad, that paranoid personalities are generally more 
gifted, more able, etc. and thus I am this demon investigator (l wonder how he knows 
that J- investigate at all or how utterly unsuited I am for some?) He then floored me 
by calling me, again out ox the blue and not part of the definition of paranoid 
personality description he'd read a litigenous person. I asked him how come. His 
answer because I sue. It made no difference to him that I said how can X be any more 
than a lawyer when it is part of my work, a3 it is that of a lawyer, or should I not 
have sued for such damage as the helicopters. Nor did my record, which few if any 
lawyers can boast. Now that the spectro material i3 being delivered, I remind you 
that I have not lost a single case of any kind, from representing myself in traffic 
court to those of which you know. It made no difference to him, either, and I got no 
explanations or evon responsiveness. Only that we would be running out of time. 

I discussed this with "il as soon as I got home. A t then occurred to her that 
there is some connection 3he can^t place between Williams and GHA. Whether or not 
there is, therejls an obvious Williams purpose that can be served by this. I had not 
thought of it. He knows we have gotten our medical care at GHAsince before World War II. 
pe and they also know that any 3uch diagnoses of me would crumble on examination. So, 
there is this generality that replaces it and leaves a backstop position that is so 
general, so applicable to so many people also, on which they may rely. 

Without any of this having occurdd to me the whole thing did seem very strange. 

So as I drove home I decided to make a tape of my recollections while I discussed this 
with Lil and send the tape Jo a psychologist friend who lives not far away. I will *et 
it back. IM.1 also get an opinion unless he feels he should not get involved evon in- 
directly. e left GHA is disgust several years ago. He was on their staff. 


I asked this shrunk how he applied the definition he read to one who works and 
lives as I do and got no answer. I told him there is nobody who knows me who would not 
consider me eccenttto. W 0 laugh. That probably many people consider the work I do 
crazy or that I do it also crazy, but does this make it crazy? No response. 


Harhaps the kicker* he wanted me to go to him for 20 weeks of psychiatric consultations 
or whatever they call them. I asked about how about closer to home. He suggested three other 
places, one he knew I d reject* because the distance is about as great as to GHA and the 
other two as great for all practical purposes as going to DC. I asked about the local 
clinic and he said he'd have to oheck their "service area." 1 pointed out that two ofl 
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, not some other on the staff. u ould anything serve Willaims better*? Hastily,
